Fund 4206 consists of Vocational Teacher Units and
Technology Training funds and Consumer and Homemaker Science funding.

In FY10, the total Education Enhancement Funds appropriation was $7,863,746.  FY10 budget cuts (9.47558%)
reduced the funds by $745,136.  The total available for FY10 was $7,118,610.
